uech , Ther popis\ relsgion hath al wayes beene pag. 18. 
condemned of great learned papiſtes, that lined 
in the popes church, and 1n another place 
his margent tellech vs , that The Papiſtes pag., 8 
gr4unt as much as they defier: which I would 
_— confelle co be true, Were not 
he in ſayinge ſoa notable liar. How then 
cofherh ir to paſle, will ſome ſay, that 
viſually he alleadgeth Carholike authors 
againſte charholicke do@rine ? The 
queftionis quicklie anſwered ; ir is not 
their defaule,but his f, aude,not his great 
learning, bat lirle conſcience that is the 
cauſe thereof. The (eriprures are Jaylic 
for diuers mad purpoſes vvreſted and 
wrong, cleane a gainſt rhe heare, and 
corrarie to their true ſence & meaninge, 
as all knowe , and yet no blame tobe 
lajd ypon the ſacred text , bur vpon 
thoſe crooked Apoſtles that depraue 
them, to their owne an4 others. perdi- 
tion, Yfthe- word of god may be 
B4 peruerted 
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peruerted, mens Writinge haue no ſuch 
prineledge , but that chey may meere 
with falſe fingers , ſuch as Bels bee ; and 
therfore | giue him to ynderſtand that 
he abuſeth gods church , deceiveth his 
ignorant reader,and iniureth Catholike 
authors, whe he would make the vvorld 
beleeue , that our owne DoGers doe 
wounde our religion ; They are cleere 
from the crime obieGted: al the ſuſpicion 
which is grovven, taketh roote from his 
malice,and not from anydeſert of theirs, 
they carry not tyyo faces vnder one 
hoode, nor blovve hoate and colde out 
of one mouth(as ſome doe cuery Way as 
honeſt as Thomas Bel , and yet bad 
inoughe) as I intende more breiflie to 
ler the reader to vnderſtand. Tvvo 
Alightes he vſech to dazell the cies of 
valearned men , perſvvading them that 
the {pirituallſouldiars of the Catholike 
church , haue turned their vyeapons to 
their mutual deſtruction. The 6r{t & that 
moſte groſle,shamefull, and common, is, 
to falſifie , or by one vvay or other to 
depraue ſuch ſentences as he produceth; 
for proofe vyhereof, [| referr the reader 
for a litle triall ro the next chapter, 
yyhere he $hall finde ſome fery 
examples: 
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exſamples: more choile of ſuch vyares, 
he shall finde attf&nextmart,vvhere his 
foule fardle shal be laid open to the 
yeivy of all.

can he bringe forth , yet he maketh his 
tounge to vyalke, and vvould baue the 
vvorld to thinke, that one Papift doth 
maſſacre another , and that vve had ya- 
rietie in artickles of faith (as though the 
lunaſfie of the Proteſtants had infefted 
vs :) Plentifull exſamples hereof vve

Be it 
ſo,whac then? ſuch dillzacion as this, is 
wichout any violation of Faich at all. 0 
(ich he) what greater and wore important 
diſention can be then taig? for Confirmation is 4 
Sacrament With the Papiſts. Lf he knewe 
nac, anJd be concenc co learne I wil teach 
him. A far greacer diſſeation ic were, 
egeninchis vecie point of Canfirmation, 
if ſome hoald ic co be a Sacrament, and 
others did denie ic; the dilagreemert was 
of che exrraordinary miniſter of the Sa- 
crament ( which is no ſuch importante 
marrer as he would inforce) of the Sa« 
crament it (elf rhey made no queſtion, 
doe not we knowe that the Proteſtants 
them ſelaes allowe, and preſcribe the 
ſigne of che crolle in Baptiſme , and that 
the Paritanzs deteſt it : that they in ne- 
ceflicie permittlay peopleto baptiſe, and 
theſe thinke it ſuch a prophanation of 
thar ſacred miſterie, that they had rather 
ſuffer infants to die without baptiſme 
(fo great a zeale they haue to pack them 
to hell warde) Should I come vpon him 
for this varitie , and crie oat after this

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would he not condemne me for a nota» 
ble wrapgler, ſeinge they contend not 
whether Bapriſme be a Sacrament orno, 
buc obour other queſtions, to vvirt of a 
cerraine ceremonie , and the extraordi- 
nary miniſter, which they make no greac 
account of. Let him then queitly take

Zwinglius for all that , bauinge 
the ſpiritt no leſſe then Lucher vtrerly 
denied the reall preſence, contemninge 
his curſe, and diſdayninge to followe 
the lighr of his lanterne : ſuch ſvveere 
agreement there vvas betvvixt theſe 
tvvo moite excellent men ſent of god. Can 
Bell deny this to be true, orthat this 
point of religion is materiall , as vpon 
vvhich dependeth ſalaation or damna- 
tion; [ knovve himto be abraue minded 
man, and one that dare venture as far for 
the credit of the goſpell as an other: 
Yet I ſuppoſe he vvill neger ſtand ypon 
any tearmes , but queitly admite both 
the one and the other for knovven 
eruthes: and then muſt I be ſoboulde 
as to demaunde, hovy he can defend 
one of theſe heauenly prophetes, from 
being an heretike and damnable door ;

the {criptures*yf ſo,vvoe be to them thar 
can not reade at all , no {male part of the 
chriſtian vvorld. vvho knovveth not that 
ign0rant people learne better the mi- 
ſteries of their redemption, by the in- 
ftruction of their Paſtors , dilligence of 
parents, and helpe of good cathechifmes, 
then by fi:hinge for it by their ovvne 
labour, out of the profound ſea of ſacred 
ſcripture, vvhere they may ſooner for 
lack of skill be drovvned 1n the. depth 
of errors, then by them ſelues finde 
out the lively vvaters of true doctrine;

MH: :of the Nicen councel: ſo to mainteine the vſurped 
* Pprimacie of the church of Rome , ſeing' both 
theſe Popes liucd in S. Anguſtins time, 
To deliver him ſelfe from this diſ- 
gracious shakell which much hindereth

I add hereunto thas 
this is the flatt doftrine of the diuels, and S, Paul 
is my verie Witnes herein, | report me 
now to his deuoted dependants whether 
his witts Were at home, When he 
medled, with ſuch hot and dangerous 
edge tooles, as haue pitifully hure 
and ſcaled his owne fingers, or what 
diſcretion, shame, or modeſtic he had, 
to purſue his aduerſarie: with ſo full 
mouth and ſtrong a crie of wordes in 
vvhich the diuele alſo had his part: fo 
vainlie to vaunt of his ſincere pro- 
ceedinge, ſo deſperatly to deny any of 
theſe vyordes raught the flatt doirine of 
the digele, to be in the place quoted : and 
confidently to chardge his aduerſarie 
vvith a notorious lye: vyhen he had 
more reaſon to have commanded his 
toange filence ſeeing it hath found out 
his ovvne confuſion, neuer to hane 
preached of (inceritie » Yyhen he plaide 
the cunny catchinge companion : nor 
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euer to haue called an other in:queſtion 
for lyinge , him ſelfe in that very place 
not only vyenturinge ypon an vntruch, 
butalſo in that verie ſame chinge, which 
as a notorious lye he obieCeth co an 
other - As for S. Paul where he vronld 
haue his vvitnes, he may talke ispleaſure 
and (ſay ryhat he liſt , but he may ſooner 
ſpend all his penſions in Swb-penzs, then 
eager bringe that bleſſed Apolitle ro de- 
poſe in his ſide for the lawfull mariage 
of vowed Preiſtes and religious perſons. 
The teſtimoaie of their owae corrupt 
conſcience yea and of their cocupiſcence 
may haue: the authoritie of any 
Apoſtle,or aurthenticall auncieat writer, 
they are neuer able to produce. 

And thus much breiflie for-a ſample 
cutt of as it were from the mayne webbe 
intended. No difficultie had it-beene 
to have ranged more plentifully, after 
the ſame maner both in theſe and other 
his bookes. Bart my. purpoſe was only 
atthis cime togiue ataſt not to fursiche 
a formall bankett: theſe few pallages, 
*hall I hope for this preſent give che 
gentle reader defierons of truthgſufficient 
content : being as it were the two
